Their Designations. 


Besides’ port. and. sherry, other 
wines indicate the- districts or coun- 
tries from which they are - obtained 
by. their names are madeira, cham- 
pagne, moselle, and the town of 
Cognac, in France, is. inseparably 
connected with good brandy. It may 
not be so génerally known that the 
word “‘grog’’ was derived from the 
nickname “of Admiral Vernon, who 
introduced the mixture into the navy, 
and who was. called ‘‘Old’ Grog,” 
from the grogram breeches that he 
wore. 

Another textile derived from the 
name of a place is calico, from Cali- 
cut, in India; and the province of 
Ulster has given its name to the long

*‘Milaner,” a trader in Milan goods. 

Wellington and Blucher boots ob- 
tain their names from the two fam-

' Kidderminster, Axminster, Turkey 
and Brussels give their names to 
special kinds of carpets, and the 
last-named to Brussels _ sprouts; 
Gruyere, Cheddar, Stilton, to special 
kinds of cheese; Manila and Havana, 
to well-known brands of cigar; while 
Cochin-China and Guinea are repre- 
sented in the names of farmyard 
fowls, and the latter also in the now 
obsclete coin at one time minted from 
Guinea gold. 

Personal names given to roses and 
other flowers and plants, to pears, 
apples, and other fruits, to names of 
towns, rivers, mountains, and other 
geographical features are too numer- 
ous to mention. Among names of 
“countries and states the following, 
however, are worthy of notice: Am- 
erica, after Amerigo Vespucci, who 
did not discover America; Columbia, 
after Christopher Columkus, who did; 
Victoria und Queensland, after her 
late Majesty Queen Victoria; and 
amongst the latest creations Rhodesia 
after the late Cecil Rhodes. 


Prints Own Dictionary. 

Mr. Edward Dwelly, of Herne Bay, 
better known by his pen-name of 
Ewen MacDonald, is now completing 
the self-imposed task of compiling, 
printing and publishing a Gaelic dic- 
tionary entirely by his own labor. ‘To 
extend his knowledge of Gaelic he 
joined variou; Scottish regiments, and 
for the last fourteen years he has 
worked at the production of ‘“Facla:r 
Gaidlig’”’ in monthly parts. Unable to 
afford to pay fur publication in the 
ordinary way. he decided to print the 
work himself. He taught himself the 
art, and after compiling a list of a 
million words giving their meanings 
and local variations, and drawing a 
thousand illustrations, he turned to 
composing, piate-casting, printing, 
trimming and binding, finally posting 
the parts to suhser.b-rs. Next year he 
hopes to have the work completed. 
Mr. MacDonald has been cheered and 
helped in his eff.rts by the grant of 
a civil list pension of $250 early this 
year. Mr. Maclionald is a Welshman 
and speaks Welsh fluently as well as 
Scotch Gaelic. The work will be com- 
pleted in three volumes. 


An Ancient “Frickaise.” 

A manuscript cookbook of the year 
1734 contains this recipe for ‘‘a fric- 
kaise”: ‘“‘Take ye fowls, cut them in 
pieces and clean them season with 
peper & salt a little mace nuttmeg 
cloves some parsley, a little bit of 
onion. Let them lay 2 hours then 
flowr thera very well, fry in sweet 
butter & make ye bu:ter hott before 
you put them in. Fry a fine brown. 
Wash ye yan & put them in a gain 
with a piat of gravy. Lett them 
swimyer in ye gravy. Take the yolks 
of 3 eggs with a little grated nuttmey 
& a little juce of lemon & 2 spoon- 
fulls of wine. Shake it over the fire 
till it is as thick as cream, pour over 
ye frickaise and so serve it to ye 
table hott.” \ 


Doesn't Wear Dressing Gowns.

PEOPLE’S 


Russell of .Brooklyn .Tabernac'e ad- 
dressed large audiences ‘here twice to- 
day in our principal auditorium. We 
report one of his addresses from the 
following text: 

“O, give thanks unto the Lord, for 
he is good; for his mercy endureth 
for2ver’’—Psalm cyii, 1. 

Thanksgiving Day appeals to all otf 
us, and we are glad that the Pilgrim 
Fathers long years ago started the 
custom. Théy placed it at the end of 
the harvest and in recognition of the 
sume. The keeping of such a day ap- 
peals to all ctvilized mankind in a con- 
siderable degree, because our Great 
Creator so organized us that the qual. 
ity of reverence, of worship, lies prum- 
inently on the top of our heads. The 
man or woman, rich or poor, educated 
or ignorant, bond or free, who has not 
this organ of veneration developed in 
considerable measure cannot be appre- 
ciative and deferential towsrd his 
Creator, and hence would not -enjoy 
Thanksgiving day. We are glad that 
these are comparatively few. We ure 
glud to suppose that the majority of 
this great nation of civilization looked 
up to God with grateful hearts and 
rendered him thanks for blessings 
manifested. 

Nevertheless, the numbers inc:e1ise 
yearly of those who are losing theif 
reverence for the God of the Bible aud 
vaguely turning towards a God of Na 
ture, of whom they profess to know 
comparatively little. These i:reverent 
and unthankful fellow-creatures are 
not generally the most ignorant of our 
race, nor the letst favored in -tem- 
poral mercies and blessings. Among 
them are many learned, wealthy, in 
fluential. Their condition is well re. 
presented by'that of a young woman 
who called at my study recently. In 
substance she said, “I have lost m3 
God. I am unhappy. I am hoping 
that you will be able to assist me in 
finding him again.” Thank God, we 
were able to assist her, and now she 
is able to give thanks to God in al! 
sincerity. 

I am not speaking to the irreverent 
in this audience, nor to those of thi- 
class in my larger audience of mil- 
lions all over the world, to whom I 
speak through the public press. I am 
speaking to others who, while not yet 
fully in the faith, are still disposed 
to give thanks. I speak to these be- 
cause I realize that each day is 
bringing to the world greater intelli- 
gence, more independent thoughtful- 
ness, in a wider use of reason. I 
speak because my experience teaches 
that unless these be fully armed with 
the Truth and awakened to independ- 
ent thought, they are almost certain 
to fall into unbelief—Evolution, High 
er Criticism, and a mere form of god 
liness, which denies the real power 
thereof. 

The Great Teacher prayed for his 
followers, “‘Sanctify them through thy 
Truth; thy Word is Truth (John xvii, 
17). To be forearmed with the Truth 
is to be safeguarded against the error. 
To be ignorant of the Truth is to fall 
a prey to the error—especially in this 
“evil day,’”’ when “a thousand shall 
fall at thy side and ten thousand at 
thy right hand” (Psalm xci, 7). The 
difficulty with us has been that many 
have supposed that the conversion of 
the world and its sanctification can 
be better accomplished by misrepre- 
sentation of Divine Character and 
Justice. Unconsciously we have learn. 
ed to twist and interpret our Bibles 
to fit the erroneous creeds which were 
‘handed te us by our well-meaning 
forefathers. The Day of Judgment 
upon these false ‘creeds is upon us. 
Unless we learn that they do not pro- 
perly interpret the Bible, we will re- 
ject the Bible when we reject the 
creeds—and that must be very soon 
for all thinking people. ‘‘To the Law 
and to the testimony; if they speak 

; not according to this Word, it is be- 

'.cause there is no light in them” 

| (Isaiah viii, 20). - 

| “Come, let us reason together, saith 
the Lord!” If our creeds tell us truly 
that we were all born damned, either 
to Purgatory or to eternal torment, 
should we give thanks on this ac- 
count? If our creeds tell truly that 
an elect handful of saints will escape 
the torture,.how do we know wheth. 
er or not we belong to that elect hand- 
ful? Have we sufficient information 

' on this subject to give thanks there- 

| for? If our creeds tell truly that near- 
ly all the members of our families, 
nearly all of our neighbors and 
friends, being unsaintly, not ‘‘sancti- 
fied in Christ Jesus,’’ not followers in 
the footsteps of Jesus, not of those 
“whe walk not after the flesh, but 
after the spirit’—these all, except a 
mere handful, are doomed to more hor- 
rible torture than the worst earthly 


| sufferings we could possibly imagine 


for them, and are doomed to these for 
| centuries in Purgatory, according to 
| the Catholic; or for all eternity, ac- 
cording to our Protestant theories, can 
we honestly thank God for any of 
these conditions, if we believe them 
to be true? Can we “‘worship in spirit 
and in truth” a Creator who would 
make such an atrocious plan? And 
' could we respect his honesty if he

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ther’s character, through the discern- 
ment of his Plan of the Ages for spir- 
itual Israel, natural Israel and the 
world in general, they will hereafter 
be able to celebrate every Thanksgiv- 
ing Day much more abundantly, much 
more intelligently, much more hapyily 
than any in the past. More than this. 
to these every day will be a happy 
day if, rightly exercised -by the good- 
ness of God, they shall give him their 
hearts. Then truly they may say, 


“O hanpy day that fixed my choice 
On thee, my Saviour and my God! 

Well may this glowing heart. rejoice 
And tell its raptures all abroad.’ 


In the Psalm from which our text iz 
taken the Prophet David repeats this 
sentiment of Thanksgiving to God be 
cause of the ever-continuance of hi- 
mercy, twenty-six times. Our Eng 
lish translation does not give us the 
exact thought, however. Prorer'y 
translated it would read, “O giv 

thanks, for his mercy endureth ever.’ 
The word evermore nearly represcnt 

the thought of the Hebrew, whic 

signifies, not forever, but to a com- 
pletion. As long as there is any us: 
for mercy, God’s mercy will continue 
When the great Divide Program shal’ 
have been accomplished, when 
“every creature in heaven, and i: 
earth, and under the earth, shall b 

heard saying, Praise and glory ‘and 
honor, dominion and might be unt« 
him that sitteth upon the Throne and 
unto the Lamb forever’ (Revelatior 
v, 13), then there will no longer be 
need for mercy; mercy will have ac 
complished its work. “ 

Mercy signifies the setting aside of 
justice in some manner, for some rea. 
son. Justice.is the foundation of 
God’s throne—the foundation of the 
Divine Government. Justice had con- 
trol of Father Adam and offered him 
eternal life in an Eden home, as a re- 
ward for obedience; or death, extinc- 
tion, as the penalty for disobedience 
As Divine Wisdom had _foreknown, 
man disobeyed and the penalty of 
Justize, “Dying thou shalt die,” wa- 
executed. Through heredity all ot 
Adam’s race became involved—all in 
herited sinful tendencies and dying 
constitutions. 

Por more than two thousand years 
death reigned under the edict of Jus 
tice, and our race as a whole were 
subject to it. A little later the Law 
Covenant was made with Israel—one 
nation out of many. It seemed to offer 
mercy, but did not. They were placed 
under the Law and were merely offer. 
ed eternal life if they could keep the 
Law—which they could not keep, be- 
cause of inherited blemishes, mora! 
and physical. 

It was over four thousand years 


blow, until Divine mercy stepped for- 
ward with the healing balm. God’s 
mercy is his love in active operation 
for the relief of the condemned. Al- 
though God is Love, and hence must 
always have been loving and kind and 
merciful of disposition, yet this qual- 
ity of his character -was held in re- 
strait as respects condemned men for 
more than forty centuries. So the 
Apostle explains, saying, ‘‘Herein was 
manifested the love of God, in that he 
sent his only-begotten Son into the 
world”’ “that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have ever- 
lasting life’ (I. John iv, 9; John §#Jiii, 
But meantime the darkness of sin 
and the misrepresentations of Divine 
character by the Adversary had so 
operated upon the failen race that— 
eyes had they, but they saw not; ears 
had they, but they understood not; 
hearts had they, but they comprehend- 
ed not, the message of Divine mercy. 
They fulfilled the Scriptures in slay- 
ing the One sent for their relief. And 
they have misunderstood, slandered, 
maligned, “killed’’ his followers—the 
few blessed with the hearing ears and 
the understanding hearts and the eyes 
of faith. These few constitute what 
the Scriptures designate the true 
Church of God, including the Apos- 
tles and all the faithful throughout 
this Age—the household of faith, ‘‘the 
Church of the First-Borns, whose 
names are written in heaven” (He- 
brews xii, 23). These constitute the 
Little Flock, to whom it is the Fath- 
er’s good pleasure to give the King- 
dom, which shortly (Messiah’s King: 
dom) is to bless and uplift the world, 
operating through natural Israel. 
Man’s necessity became God’s op- 
portunity for the display of his glori- 
ous character—perfect 
Wisdom, Love and Power. While 
love could not clear the guilty, it 
could provide a Redeemer to suffer, 
“the Just for the unjust.” But Di- 
vine Justice could not allow this, un- 
less with the consent of the sufferer. 
Hence we read that God set before 
his only-begotten Son a glorious Plan 
and invited his co-operation therein. 
The Son assented, left the heavenly 
glory, was made fiesh and “offered 
himself’’ an acceptable sacrifice, ‘‘the 
Just for the unjust’’—for the redemp- 
tion of Adam and his race. The Fath- 
er honered him by raising him from 
the dead to a still higher glory and 
honor than he had before, to immor- 
tality—the divine nature.

Let them 
give thanks, not only for redemption 
from the death sentence, but also for 
their call to saintship and its conse- 
quent suffering in this present time 
and its promise of reward of, glory on- 
the spirit plane by and by! 

Let the world give thanks in pro- 
portion as it is able to discern God’s 
goodness and mercy for Adam’s race— 
that eventually through the channel 
of the glorified Church the Divine 
blessing will be extended to every 
member of Adam’s race, giving oppor- 
tunity to all to attain life everlasting 
with full human perfection and an 
everlasting Eden upon this now sin- 
cursed earth.

COLOSSAL LONDON. 


Some Facts and Figures About the‘ 


World's Metropolis, 


No man living has ever yet seen 
London as it really is. There are, in 
fact, twelve Londons, one of which— 
the county — is controlled by 4,300 
popularly elected men and women who 
sit on 144 public bodies. 

The biggest London of all is the 
police London, covering 692 square 
miles; the smallest is the City of Lon- 
don, extending to one square mile. 


When one speaks of London one:

* In the County of London 16,000 com- 
panies own property of-the yearly val- 
ue of $70,000,000, the rentals ot 
which are about $100,000,000 a year, 
and yet they have no vote for the 
election of a single person to represent 
them for their ‘total payment every 
year of $25,000,000 in rates. They pay 
one-third of the total rates raised

On the average there are ten firea a 
day in London. To keep the metro 
polis well protected from fire nearly 
$1,500,000 a year is spent by the Coun 
ty Council. 

The water, which is abundant and 
pure, is poured through millions of 
pipes daily, by one responsible body, 
into the homes of seven million peo- 
‘ple, a population nearly equal to that 
of Norway and Sweden, about the 
same ag that of the Dominion of Can- 
ada, more than two million above 
that of Australia and New Zealand 
combined, and larger than the whole 


population of Scotland and Wales - 


This population of seven millions uses 
up 224,000,6CO gallons of walter a day, 
drawn from the reservoirs, in which 
there are always over 11,000,000,00U 
gallons ready for use. 

The wealth of London is astound 
ing and can only be gauged by tak- 
ing the twenty-eight boroughs ot 
which it is composed and comparing 
the yearly value of their property 
with that of provincial towns. Thus 
Westminster is richer than Glasgow, 
the one square mile of the city than 
the whole of Liverpool or Manchester, 
Kensington 1s richer than Leeds, and 
Lambeth than Bristol, Sheflield or 
Neweastle. 

The smallest boroughs of London— 
Stoke Newington — has more valuable 
property than some twenty-eight of 
the best-known towns, including Bath, 
{xeter, Yarmouth, Londonderry, or 
even Cork. 

There are more people in [slington 
than there are in Edinburgh, more in 
Lambeth and Stepney than in Brad- 
ford, more in Camberwell than in 
Hull or Nottingham. Twenty-four of 
the London boroughs have popula- 
tions equal to some of the thirty great- 
.st towns of the kingdom, while the 
remaining four have populations equal 
to some fifty other towns, the small- 
ast of which is Burton-on-Trent.

College Needed. 


In the policy which has been 
adopted by the Alberta government 
with regard to the establishment of 
model farms throughout the  prov- 
ince there seems to be only’ one 
thing missing—and that is the, agric- 
ultural college. ; 

No one could very well quarrel 
with the idea of the minister of 
agriculture when he proposes to fur- 
nish ‘a demonstration farm for each 
district of the province, as the 
amount of good which such institu- 
tions can do in demonstrating to 
the farmers the higher science of 
agriculture cannot well be — over- 
estimated. 

But withouc the agricultural 
lege the scheme looks incomplete. 

The purpose of a model farm, to 
reduce it to the simplest language, 
is by example to teach farmers who 
are already farming better methods 
of agriculture. 

The purposes of an agricultural col- 
lege is to teach scientific agriculture 
to boys who have learned the rudi- 
ments of farming at home. 

The first is a demonstration sta- 
tion; the second is a __ technical 
school. Fach has its own work to 
do, but it is evident that if the 
young mind is to be taught how to 
shoot, the agricultural college is 
the thing.—Capital.
